Laxps which have been in occupation of the 
Salt Department, and which are nob required. for 
the’ Government manufacture of 1260 S.°S. 
(1862-63), will be available to parties willing to 
tuke out License for the manufacture of Salt 
under the Excise system on the following terms :— 


Rute I.—Lands snitably situated will be divi- 
ded into convenient allotments and leased 4 *!a{r° 
market rates to licensed Manufacturers eifyaging 
to manufacture not Jess than maunds 10,000 of 
Salt per annum. Any number of allotments 
may be assigned to a single individual on his 


and dond ide. intention to work them. The rent 
of the lands must be paid, half. at the beginning 
and half at the end of the season. 

II. Licenses will be similarly given to’ persons 
wishing to establish the manufacture on private 
lands, should the proposed site be approved by 
the Executive Department. 

III. The supervision of the manufacture will 
he entrusted to the Superintendent of Salt Chow- 
keys, assisted by an Establishment, whose duty 
it will be to take an account of the daily manu- 
facture of each Khalary and to prevent mal-prac-, 
tices. The cost of any extra or special preventive 
Establishment required to watch the wotkg during 
the manufacturing season must be borne’ by the 
Manufacturers. : 

1V. Applicants hefore receiving their Licenses 
will be required to bind themselves to accept and
